‘THE CRIMEA AND MANCHORIA, 

“Those whose knowledge of modern history 
has hot grown rusty by long association with 
everyday commercial affairs may have te 
marked the many obvious points of resem- 


blance between the genesis of the, erent 
struggle of half a century ago and that of 
which Russiaand Japan is in the midst to-day. 
If such be the case they will likewise not 
have failed 19, notice the strorig general like- 
ness in the conditions of the conflict. ‘The 
‘campaign in the Crimea inflicted the mini- 
mum ‘of! disturbance upon mankind, while 
the present strife between the Western 
and'the Eastern Powers, howéver desperate. 
it has been and however prolonged’ it 
may prove, is interfering as little us 
‘ef. inight be expected with the progress and 
"T happiness of the. world at large, The 
harm which: the belligerents can do one to 


the other is practically confined to thelr: 
fighting men, forit is impossible for either side |: 


‘to strike at the heart of the other, Whatever 
success may attend the advent of the armada 
in the China Sea it docs not seem likely that 
the troops of the Tsar will, ever be in the 
vicinity of Tokio, a #6 equally improba- 
ble that the Mikado’s armies will sweep a- 
cross to the Russian capital, The war is one 
of endurance with financial staying power 
the most important factor in the termination 
‘of the struggle, and in this "respect. it, 
appears to have been generally assumed that 
Russia must outlast Japan, But when one 
realises that, although the revenues of the 
former are vastly greater than those of- the 
latter, her expenses are proportionally greater 
that conclusion can scarcely be said to be 
sound, It was the constant drain on ber 
resources that brought Russia down in 1834, 
when England was- just: beginning to feel 
strong enough to do some real dathage 
sin’ the <field qnd would have done it 
if France, for. reasons of her own, had not 
been so anxious for peace. Then as-now 
the Russians departed from their usual 
practice and landed themselves in trouble 
from not being able to: believe that: their 
opponents could be in earnest. - Jndeed the 
analogy between fifty years ago and to-day 
is remarkable as can be further illustrated 
by quoting the words in, which Hamley 
sums up the results of the Crimean cam- 
paign, -“ For a whole generation,” he’ says, 
“the world continued to haye the benefit of 
- war jn the enforced quiescence of Rus 

. Her wounds werestoo , deep. to permit 
te duting that time to attempt: measures of 
aggression, or to indulge a desire to disturb 
the: peace of the world. And. this result: 
proved that the point of attack upon her 
had been .tightly . and. fortunately select- 


ed. The small proportion” of coast ‘line

vader, the immense distances from ‘the ex- 
tremities to the heart .of the Empire, the 
scarcity of roads, the rigourd of the. climate, 
oil rendered, the attack of .the Western 
Powers upon Russia, a neaily insoluble 
problem.
